That unspoken promise was to be found in 
what the President himself said at Charlottes- 
ville of the consequences for this country of.a 
German victory, leaving it “a lone island in a 
world dominated by the philosophy of force.” 
The philosophy of force in truth has dominated 
the world of nations since the beginning of his- 
tory—but let that pass and consider the Presi- 
dent's prediction that in such a world the lot 
of Americans would be “a hopeless nightmare 
of a people without freedom, a people lodged in 
prison, handcuffed, hungry, etc.”

Each of the candidates was allot- 


ted 10 minutes to address the audi- 
ence, which numbered about 800, 
and then was subjected to ques- 
tions submitted by persons in the 
audience. 

Mrs. Gorton, in opening the meet- 
ing, disappointed much of the audi- 
ence, which had expected a rather 
exciting time, by announcing that 
she would rule out of order any 
questions which would be person- 
ally embarrassing. 

Circuit Judge Ferd A. Franken- 
hoff of St. Joseph provided the 
only break from a routine discus- 
sion of State problems. He launched 
a vigorous attack on his two op- 
ponents, Excise Commissioner 
Lawrence McDaniel of St. Louis, 
and State Senator Allen McReyn- 
olds of Carthage. He charged that 
McDaniel had “Union Electric con- 
nections,” and promised that he 
would discuss them in detail in a 
speech in St. Louis next week. 


Calls McReynolds Millionaire. 

He referred to McReynolds, a 
man of moderate means, as a “mil- 

~ jionaire,” and charged that Mc- 
Reynolds as an attorney had ap- 
peared against labor at a National 
Labor Relations Board hearing. He 
also charged that McReynolds as 
a State Senator had used his influ- 
ence to obtain specifications for 
the use of Carthage stone instead 
of Indiana stone in a State build- 
ing project at a higher cost to the 
State. 

McDaniel ignored Frankenhoff, 
but McReynolds replied briefly to 
his charges. He said that Frank- 
enhoff's statements were “due to 
lack of knowledge.” He said that 
he never had appeared at a Labor 
Relations Board hearing in any 
matter. He said that he had at- 
tempted to have Carthage stone 
used on a State project, the law 
for many years having provided 
that Missouri materials should be 
used when possible. 

“IT am proud to say,” McReynolds 
said, “that I was the author of an 
amendment to the old law, put- 
ting teeth in that law. It was 
proposed to use Indiana stone, cut 
by Indiana labor. Union labor rep- 
resentatives from St. Louis pro- 
tested, insisting that it was tak- 
ing work from Missouri labor.” 

Frankenhoff also ridiculed Mc- 
Reynolds’ charge that McDaniel 
was a machine candidate for Gov- 
ernor. Frankenhoff said that while 
McDaniel was the candidate of the 
Dickmann machine, McReynolds 
had the support of the “Bill Igoe 
and Sam Priest” machine. Neither 
McDaniel nor McReynolds referred 
to this part of Frankenhoff's 
speech. 

McReynolds Favored in Applause. 

From the applause which greeted 
the candidates as they arose to 
S , the indications were that 
a ansiderable majority of the au- 
di@ice was Democratic, and that 
of the Democrats McReynolds had 
a majority.
